Nearly ev ery facto r o f co nsequence 
seemed to be tipped in Eden’s fav o r. Brit­ 
ain is wijo y ing unex ampled pro sperity . It 
is clo ser no w than at any time to regain­ 
ing its o ld, so lid eco no mic stature in the 
wo rld. 
In the sphere o f fo reign affairs, they 
hav e the ho pe that Eden’s ackno wledged 
skill and ex perience may help lead the west 
to so me so rt o f settlement with the So v iet 
Unio n. Fo ur-po wer talks appear definitely 
slated fo r this summer, and that assurance 
canno t hav e hurt the Co nserv ativ es at the 
po lls. 
In co ntrast, the Labo r party Is at its 
lo west ebb in many y ears. The six y ears it 
held po wer fro m 19 45 to 19 5 1 appeared to 
sap it o f all imaginatio n and inspiratio n. 
One may fairly say that the party to day is 
bankrupt o f new ideas and pro grams. 
On the do mestic scene, Labo r co uld o ffer 
no mo re than a resumptio n o f gradual 
natio nalizatio n o f industries. There was no 
sign the British peo ple had any faith such 
a co urse wo uld maintain o r ex tend their 
eco no mic gains. 
In fo reign affairs, the mo st mo derate 
elements o f the Labo r party undo ubtedly 
wo uld hav e fo llo wed a line clo se to the Co n­ 
serv ativ e o ne. But in an effo rt to suggest 
impo rtant differences with their o ppo nents, 
the Labo rites recklessly drummed o n fears 
o f the H-bo mb. In so do ing they merely 
emphasized the emptiness o f their o wn 
appro ach. 
They were especially handicapped by the 
usual rantings o ffc Aneurin Bev an, the 
party ’s left-wing leader. By mo uthing 
anti-American sentiments at to p lung 
po wer, he suggested stro ngly that a Labo r 
party in po wer wo uld no t find it easy to 
co o perate with Britain’s greatest ally , the 
United States. 
The disrupted, mentally barren Labo r 
party was fo und wanting by British v o ters. 
Instead they hav e put their fresh stamp o f 
appro v al o n a Co nserv ativ e party that has 
pro v ed itself in o ffice and pro mises much 
fo r the future—a party that is enliv enec 
by y o ung blo o d, by v ibrant imaginatio n, 
and by a capacity fo r achiev ing stability 
while still mo v ing ahead in an anx io us 
wo rld.

THE TEDDY BOYS 
LONDON, MAY 24—The zoot suit has made 
its ap p earance in London, and those who wear 
them are called Teddy boys. Such a queer name 
comes to them because actually the zoot suit was 
worn in early Edward the VII days: tight trou­ 
ser, long coats, shirts with ruffles, brilliantly 
fancy waist-coats and a feminine devotion to the 
hair. 
Unfortunately many of the Teddy boys are 
gangsters and killers and their dress is a uniform. 
Others are only imitators. Those I saw did not 
look so terrible, but a switch knife can do as 
much mischief in an Edwardian masquerade as in 
a Bronx gang fight. 
The British p olice are not as tough as oars, 
carry no guns or nightsticks and are accustomed 
to an orderly p eop le who take them seriously. 
The Teddy boys do not take the p olice seriously 
because the sentences meted out to them are 
light by any standards. This is one vice which 
cannot be laid to the American movies. If any 
American dressed like one of these Teddy boys, 
he would be razzed off the sidewalks and the 
likelihood is that someone would take a p oke at 
him. British freedom, however, does not inter­ 
vene in matters of p ersonal taste. 
I watched a few of these Teddy boys cavort­ 
ing and one can only hop e that they are not what 
they seem to be, because they do occasionally kill 
if interfered with. I like a gangster to look like 
one, ferocious and tough. A zoot suit never made 
anyone look tough. It only makes him look un­ 
tidy. 
These boys are not a p roduct of war. They 
are just bad boys. They are not a result of under­ 
p rivilege; for too many years in England every­ 
body w'as underp rivileged. They are a p roduct of 
some wild idea of the up p er crust that was ap ed 
by these kids. In England juvenile delinquency 
exists and it has its own form and is clothed in 
an Edwardian zoot suit. Frankly, it looks awful. 
Maybe the ap p earance of these gangs is a re­ 
action to British orderliness. It is a voluntary 
orderliness. There are not enough nor modernly 
efficient agencies to maintain law and order. It is 
a laissez-faire sort of thing, dep ending up on the 
individual more than up on the p olice. Maybe 
these zoot-suited kids just want to be disorderly 
because they are tired of every Englishman doing 
his duty. That too can be a bore. 
I use an electric razor and so I looked for a 
p lug in the bathroom wTiere most Americans 
shave to the tune of a running shower. There 
was no p lug. 
I rang for the valet who, I assumed, looked 
after such things. He hurriedly got a transformer 
to fix the voltage but he p lugged it into the bed­ 
room wall next to a lad’s dressing-table w hich no 
American man would use excep t for cigar butts. 
I asked why it could not be done in the bath­ 
room. The valet rep lied so p roudly, it was almost 
a salute: 
Not in England, sir. We do not mix 
water and electricity.” 
Being a good American, I would have offered 
the fellow a buck to fix me up the way I am ac­ 
customed to shave, standing on my feet and look­ 
ing into a mirror. But his righteousness was so 
comp lete that I dared not offer him a buck or 
sixp ence or whatever those enormous metal coins 
are : 
I step p ed back and nearly saluted him. But 
class distinction overcame me and I bowed to mv 
sup eriors. Millions of us mix water and elec­ 
tricity and do not get electrocuted, but in Eng­ 
land, where law and order is a habit, it just isn’t 
done. 
I could not help wondering if the Teddy boys 
will not take to shaving with an electric razor 
in the bathroom just to p rove that law and order 
is really un-British. I could not help thinking of 
this orderly valet when I saw these imitation 
tough guys all dressed up like actors in a p lav 
or somebody like that. There is another p oint 
about it The British voice is very gentle and soft, 
even when it is loud. Can you imagine a Bronx 
zoot-suiter sp eaking in the soft tones of a Teddv 
I T JCamdcn Town? Still, if one uses a 
switch blade, it doesn’t m atter much what the 
voice is like.

OUR ACCIDENT RATE 
In the three seconds it will take you to read 
this sentence, somewhere in the United States 
(and Canada) somebody has been seriously hurt 
in an accident. During the next five minutes, some­ 
one will be killed in an accident. More Americans 
have been killed in traffic accidents than in all 
the nation’s wars. 


tt To, 
another way, every year in the 
Lnited States between 9,000,000 and 10,000,000 
p eop le are accidentally injured — about 300,000 
Permanently disabled — and between 
90,000 and 100,000 are accidentally killed. For 
many years the accident death rate remained 
almost constant at about 72 deaths p er 100,000 
p op ulation. When the death rate from one kind 
of accident declines, it ap p ears to rise at other 
p oints. For examp le, during World War 2, when 
auto driving was restricted, the motor vehicle 
accident death rate declined. At the same time, 
the industrial and military training accident death 
rate increased so that the over-all rates were just 
about the same during the war years as before. 
We often think of accidents in terms of catas- 
trop hies — accidents in which five or more lives 
are lost. However, a careful record reveals that 
only about 10 p er cent of the headline deaths are 
due to the uncontrollable forces of nature, such 
as floods, hurricanes, tornadoes and the like. The 
other 90 p er cent are the result of some kind of 
human failure or neglect. That is why it has been 
often stated, without serious challenge, that 90 
p er cent of all accidents are p reventable. 
Leaving traffic deaths aside for the moment, 
let us consider the fact that over half the fatal 
accidents that take p lace at home involve p eop le 
over 65-years-of-age and one-fifth hap p en to chil­ 
dren under five. Falls are the p rincip al typ e of 
latal home accidents and every home should be 
checked for accident hazards — p oor lighting, 
unsafe electrical fixtures, stairways without rail­ 
ings, slip p ery floors, scatter rugs that slip under­ 
foot, and bundles and objects lying on floors and 
staircases. 
The kitchen is the most dangerous room in the 
house, according to accident injury records. Other 
danger sp ots, in order of accident frequency, are 
outside stairs, inside stairs, living room, p orch, 
bedroom, basement, dining room, bathroom and 
hallways. Comp aratively few fatal accidents, ex­ 
cep t for carbon monoxide p oisoning, occur in the 
garage, but the outside yard is just as dangerous 
as the kitchen. 
Much thought has been given to the p revention 
of accidents in industry so that now more p eop le 
are killed working on farms than working in fac­ 
tories. Each of us can do something about safety 
engineering in our home by becoming conscious 
of those things about us which may lead to an 
accident and eliminating them p romp tly. If we 
just remember that falls are the most frequent 
typ e of fatal home accident, we can keep mind 
and eyes alert for such hazards.

THE TEDDY BOYS 
LONDON, MAY 24—The zoot suit has made 
its appearance in London, and those who wear 
them are called Teddy boys. Such a queer name 
comes to them because actually the zoot suit was 
worn in early Edward the VII da>s: tight trou­ 
ser, long coats, shirts with ruffles, brilliantly 
fancy waist-coats and a feminine devotion to the 
hair. 
Unfortunately many of the Teddy boys are 
gangsters and killers and their dress is a uniform. 
Others are only imitators. Those I saw’ did not 
look so terrible, but a switch knife can do as 
much mischief in an Edwardian masquerade as in 
a Bronx gang fight. 
The British police are not as tough as ours, 
carry no guns or nightsticks and are accustomed 
to an orderly people who take them seriously. 
The Teddy boys do not take the police seriously 
because the sentences meted out to them are 
light by any standards. This is one vice which 
cannot be laid to the American movies. If any 
American dressed like one of these Teddy boys, 
he would be razzed off the sidewalks and the 
likelihood is that someone would take a poke at 
him. British freedom, however, does not inter­ 
vene in matters of personal taste. 
I watched a few’ of these Teddy boys cavort­ 
ing and one can only hope that they are not what 
they seem to be, because they do occasionally kill 
if interfered with. I like a gangster to look like 
one, ferocious and tough. A zoot suit never made 
anyone look tough. It only makes him look un­ 
tidy. 
These boy* are not a product of war. They 
are just bad boys. They are not a result of under- 
privilege; for too many years in England every­ 
body was underprivileged. They are a product of 
some wild idea of the upper crust that was aped 
by these kills. In England juvenile delinquency 
exists and it has its own form and is clothed in 
an Edwardian zoot suit. Frankly, it looks awful. 
Maybe the appearance of these gangs is a re­ 
action to British orderliness. It is a voluntary 
orderliness. There are not enough nor modernly 
efficient agencies to maintain law and order. It is 
a laissez-faire sort of thing, depending upon the 
individual more than upon the police. Maybe 
these zoot-suited kids just want to be disorderly 
because they are tired of every Englishman doing 
his duty. That too can be a bore. 
I use an electric razor and so I looked for a 
plug in the bathroom where most Americans 
shave to the tune Gf a running show’cr. There 
was no plug. 
I rang for the valet who, I assumed, looked 
after such things. He hurriedly got a transformer 
to fix the voltage but he plugged it into the bed­ 
room wall next to a lad’s dressing-table which no 
American man would use except for cigar butts. 
I asked why it could not be done in the bath­ 
room. The valet replied so proudly, it was almost 
a salute; “Not In England, sir. We do not mix 
water and electricity.” 
Being a good American, I would have offered 
the fellow a buck to fix me up the way I am ac­ 
customed to shave, standing on my feet and look­ 
ing into a mirror. But his righteousness was so 
complete that I dared not offer him a buck or 
sixpence or whatever those enormous metal coins 
are: 
I stepped back and nearly saluted him. But 
class distinction overcame me and I bowed to my 
superiors. Millions of us mix water and elec­ 
tricity and do not get elect rocuted, but in Eng­ 
land, where law and order is a habit, it just isn t 
done. 
I could not help wondering if the Teddy boys 
will not take to shaving with an electric razor 
in the bathroom just to prove that law and order 
is really un-British. I could not help thinking of 
this orderly valet when I saw those imitation 
tough guys all dressed up like actors in a play 
or somebody like that. There is another point 
about it. The British voice is very gentle and soft, 
even when it is loud. Can you imagine a Bronx 
zoot-suiter speaking in the soft tones of a Teddy
